A conv erted Perry Cou nty strip mine 
and $300,000

need ed to hau l comp acted waste there 
cou ld combine to solv e Pickaway 
Cou nty ’s trash d isp osal woes. 
At least that’s the theory behind 
imp lementation of a transfer station, a 
v iable alternativ e to an in-cou nty 
land fill that will be ex p lored by the 
hand -p icked 
steering 
com m ittee 
charged with find ing a solu tion. 
Mrs. Lind a Stev enson, chairp erson 
of the p anel comp osed of rep resen­ 
tativ es of the Pickaway Cou nty 
Commisioners, 
Township Tru stees, 
and Circlev ill Cou ncil, mad e an in- 
d ep th tou r of two working transfer 
stations in Newark. 
Officials in the Licking Cou nty 
commu nity , 
which incorp orates 
a 
p op u lation mu ch the same size as 
Pickaway Cou nty , solv ed their trash 
d isp osal p roblems sev eral y ears ago 
by shu tting the gates to their u n­ 
sanitary land fill, and allowed two 
p riv ate corp orations to constru ct 
transfer stations. 
Simp ly 
stated , these comp anies 
either p ick-u p or allow other hau lers to 
collect the garbage of Newark 
resid ents. The ru bbish is tru cked to the 
transfer stations, where it is com­ 
p ressed into either box es or large-load 
tru cks. And the tru cks take the load s to 
the Green Slop e I^and fill, located in 
Perry Cou nty . 
The biggest p roblem associated with 
a transfer op eration is, by its v ery 
natu re, locating a p lace that will ac­ 
cep t the trash. 
Dale Cotterman, sales manager of 
the Id eal Sanitation Co., and John 
You ng, p resid ent of the Waste-Away 
Corp oration, solv ed the p roblem by 
contracting with the Green Slop es 
Land fill. Howev er, the contracts are 
only for a y ear. 
And Green Slop es, located abou t 50 
miles from Circlev ille on Rou te 22 near

minor sanitary cod e v iolations. 
There are d efinite ad v antages to 
transfer op erations, howev er, ac­ 
cord ing to Stev e Lu cas, Newark’s chief 
sanitarian. 
They are an immed iate solu tion, are 
v ery sanitary , and are relativ ely easy 
and cheap to op erate. And they can 
also be easily ad op ted to a resou rce 
recov ery ty p e of op eration if one 
becomes av ailable. 
The two transfer stations in Newark 
are op en bu ild ings with concrete 
floors. The refu se tru cks d rop their 
load s insid e on the floor and leav e. 
Workers u se p ower eq u ip ment to 
p u sh the trash to the comp actors, 
heav y steel hy d rau lic p ilings that 
comp act the trash d irectly into the 
transfer tru cks or box es. 
Rate of comp action is two to one. 
Trash is u su ally taken to the land fill 
the same d ay , and the insid es of the 
bu ild ings are washed ou t each night to 
insu re sanitation.

You’ll find it in some soft drinks, 
canned or frozen fruit, preserves and 
even at the sugar-dominated bakery 
counter, if moisture is desired for the 
particular food item. 
Since it draws moisture from the air 
like regular com syrups, HFCS would 
make presweetened com flakes soggy 
before you put the milk in the bowl, 
USDA says. So you won’t find it there, 
in most confections or in packaged 
prepared cake mixes. 
If you’re going to call your honey 
names like that, though, you should 
know that HFCS isn’t quite as sweet as 
sugar — but almost, say the USDA 
sweetener experts.

Councilmen Face 
Jail; Claim Judge 
Usurping Authority 


NEWARK, N J. (AP) - One of five 
city council members sentenced to jail 
for defying a judge’s order to vote for a 
measure that could raise taxes says he 
feels “disgusted that this can happen 
in the United States of America.” 


“ I think the judge is usurping 
power,” Councilman Henry Martinez 
added Friday after he and four 
colleagues were found in contempt of 
court by Superior Court Judge Harry 
Mar gobs. 
The five were expected to appeal 
Margolis' order to report to the county 
jail by noon Monday and stay there 
until they change their votes on a 
resolution to reassess city property 
values. 
An attorney for the five said he 
would apply for an emergency stay of 
the sentence on grounds it is un­ 
constitutional for a judge to punish 
elected officials for following the 
dictates of their consciences and their 
constituents. 
Margolis found the five in contempt 
of his order requiring Newark to 
assess its taxable properties at 
realistic values. No study of real estate 
values has been conducted since 1961, 
despite a county rule requiring cities to 
re-evaluate their property every five 
years. 
A new evaluation of Newark’s 49,000 
properties presumably would bring a 
tax increase because values have risen 
since the last study. 
Council resolutions for a new survey 
have been defeated 13 times in the last 
four years, most recently on Wed­ 
nesday by a 5-4 vote with Martinez 
joined by Anthony Carrino, Sharpe 
James, Donald Tucker and Marie 
Villani. All said they would vote the 


same way in the future despite the jail 
sentences. 
Each of Essex County’s 22 cities 
pays a percentage of the state and 
county budget. O. Vincent McNamy, 
president of the county tax board, said 
other cities have complained that 
Newark’s refusal to re-evaluate forced 
them to pay a disproportionate share. 
Newark, a decayed, povertyridden 
city which has seen its industrial and 
middle class residential tax base flee 
to the suburbs in recent years, already 
has one of the highest tax rates in the 
state. 
The council members said they were 
afraid th at increasing property 
assessments might lead to even higher 
taxes, speedup flight to the suburbs 
and a greater tax burden on those who 
remain. 
Scuba Divers Find 
Goods At O ttaw a 
OTTAWA, Ohio 
(AP) - Scuba 
divers have found $30,000 worth of 
stolen merchandise, including cars 
and motorcycles, submerged at the 
Ixittom of quarry pools in three 
counties, the Putnam County sheriff 
said Friday. 
Sheriff Robert Belitter said some of 
the stolen contraband is equipment 
owned by Putnam, Van Wert and Allen 
counties. The search for stolen 
equipment also led to excavation work 
near a Putnam County farm, Belitter 
said. 
The sheriff said a search is con­ 
tinuing for more contraband, including 
a police cruiser believed stolen several 
years ago from Columbus. He said a 
Putnam County grand jury is expected 
to consider indictments in the case this 
summer.

TTiis deterio ratio n may be "caused" 
by many thing s. The sy mpto ms o ften 
result because the translo catio n 
sy rtem

disrupted. The ro o t sy stem may be 
restricted o r damag ed. The trunk 
tissues may be blo cked, wo unded, o r 
infected by so me ag ent. Decline also 
results when a tree’s fo o d reserv es are 
depleted. 


Sy mpto ms are usually subtle and 
slo w in dev elo ping . Premature fall 
co lo ratio n, smaller and fewer leav es, 
and early leaf dro p are usually early 
sy mpto ms. As the co nditio n wo rsens, 
so me branches may die, beg inning at 
the to p o f the tree and pro g ressing 
do wnward. Leaf sco rch o r edg e 


bro wning may o ccur. Lear sco rch can 
also result fro m relativ ely mino r 
dro ug ht pro blems. Trees suffering 
fro m decline may surv iv e indefinitely , 
o r they may die within a y ear o r two . 
Trees mo st co mmo nly affected are 
sug ar and No rway maple, ash, and 
o ak. 
Decline can result fro m any thing 
that restricts, damag es, o r impairs 
ro o t o r v ascular sy stems o f maples. 
Iiate spring fro sts o r summer dro ug hts 
that deplete fo o d reserv es also leads to 
decline.

trunk and ro o t area may o ften rev eal 
the cause. In so me cases, the tree may 
hav e to be remo v ed and ex amined 
further befo re the cause is kno wn. 
It is ex tremely impo rtant to attempt 
to find o ut the env iro nmental histo ry o f 
the affected tree. To determine the 
perio d o f tree stress, use an increment 
bo rer to lo o k at annual ring s. Check 
the pattern o f branch elo ng atio n. 
Attempt to find o ut whether there has 
been dro ug ht in the area, co nstructio n 
o r so il filling , water table chang es, o r 
herbicide usag e. Check surro unding 
v eg etatio n to see if a g eneral en­ 
v iro nmental stress o r to x ic co nditio n 
ex ists. Trees can’t talk, but their sto ry 
is v ital! 
The best co ntro l appro ach is to 
determine the specific casual facto rs 
and attempt to co rrect them, o f co urse, 
where this canno t be determined, a 
mo re g eneral co ntro l pro g ram must be 
undertaken. 
Mo st g o o d g eneral tree care prac­ 
tices sho uld co ntribute to co ntro l o f 
shade tree decline. Fertilize trees in 
late fall o r spring . Water during 
dro ug hts. Prev ent wo unds as much as 
po ssible.

Decline is a term used to describe a 
tree that is generally deteriorating. 
This deterioration may be “caused" 
by many things. The symptoms often 
result because the translocation 
system of the tree has become 
disrupted. The root system may be 
restricted or damaged. The trunk 
tissues may be blocked, wounded, or 
infected by some agent. Decline also 
results when a tree’s food reserves are 
depleted. 


Symptoms are usually subtle and 
slow in developing. Premature fall 
coloration, smaller and fewer leaves, 
and early leaf drop are usually early 
symptoms. As the condition worsens, 
some branches may die, beginning at 
the top of the tree and progressing 
downward. Leaf scorch or edge 
Farm Page 
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browning may occur. Lear scorch can 
also result from relatively minor 
drought problems. Trees suffering 
from decline may survive indefinitely, 
or they may die within a year or two. 
Trees mort commonly affected are 
sugar and Norway maple, ash, and 
oak. 
Decline can result from anything 
that restricts, damages, or impairs 
root or vascular systems of maples. 
I .ate spring frosts or summer droughts 
that deplete food reserves also leads to 
decline. 
In many cases, a combination of 
causes may be involved. Some of the 
factors involved might be: 
Salt injury from winter use of salt; 
root cutting — trenches, foundations, 
etc.; soil fill or removal from under 
tree canopy; soil compaction; air 
pollutants; natural gas leaks into soil 
atmosphere; 
herbicide 
injury;

repeated droughts — thin soils that 
undergo widely fluctuating water 
stresses; 
excess soil moisture; 
repeated defoliations — perhaps due to 
insect damage or hail; fertility im­ 
balance; or girdling roots. 
Because of the varied causes of 
decline, it is difficult to pinpoint the 
cause without an on-site examination 
of the entire diseased tree. The trees 
should be carefully examined. Careful 
observing or digging around the lower 
trunk and root area may often reveal 
the cause. In some cases, the tree may 
have to be removed and examined 
further before the cause is known. 
It is extremely important to attempt 
to find out the environmental history of 
the affected tree. To determine the 
period of tree stress, use an increment 
borer to look at annual rings. Check 
the pattern of branch elongation. 
Attempt to find out whether there has 
been drought in the area, construction 
or soil filling, water table changes, or 
herbicide usage. Check surrounding 
vegetation to see if a general en­ 
vironmental stress or toxic condition 
exists. Trees can’t talk, but their story 
is vital! 
The best control approach is to 
determine the specific casual factors 
and attempt to correct them, of course, 
where this cannot be determined, a 
more general control program must be 
undertaken. 
Mort good general tree care prac­ 
tices should contribute to control of 
shade tree decline. Fertilize trees in 
late fall or spring. Water during 
droughts. Prevent wounds as much as 
possible. If decline begins in a tree, 
thin out the top by selective pruning. 
Aerate the soil if needed. If a tree has 
been removed due to decline, do not 
replant with another of the same type 
unless the cause has been determined 
and corrected.

Sprayers, 
Frustrate 
Pesticides Can 
Home Gardeners

Home gard eners with a small patch 
of v egetables, a few d warf fru it trees, 
and a d ozen roses often become 
fru strated with the nu mber of 
pesticid es and spray ers or d u sters 
facing them in the mark et place. 
Which one or ones to u se*’ Well, as 
for the pesticid es, home gard eners 
shou ld choose one or two general 
pu rpose insecticid es and the same in 
fu ngicid es. Be su re to read the labels, 
as some plants may be ex clu d ed . An 
ex ample of a general pu rpose in­ 
secticid e is Spectracid e, which lists on 
the label ju st abou t ev ery thing a home 
gard ener grows. Captan is a good 
general pu rpose fu ngicid e. 
Then comes the eq u ipment to apply 
these 
pesticid es. 
William 
Gill, 
Ex tension Agricu ltu ral Engineer at 
The Ohio State Univ ersity , say s there 
is a ty pe and size spray er to meet the 
need s of ev ery home u ser. Spray ers 
are d esigned to apply three ty pes of 
spray s — space spray s, contact or 
su rface spray s, and both space and 
su rface spray s, he say s. The choice of 
a spray er d epend s on the amou nt of 
spray ing to be d one, the ty pe of spray 
to be applied , and the location of the 
area to be spray ed . 
Space spray s are u sed to control 
od ors and fly ing insects in and abou t 
the home. Very fine d roplets are 
formed , which remain in the air for a 


d ev elopment into matu re ad u lts. 
One way y ou can inv est in America’s 
two most v alu able commod ities — 
time and y ou th— is throu gh 4-H clu b 
work . The Cooperativ e Ex tension 
Serv ice of the Ohio State Univ ersity is 
alway s look ing for people willing to 
inv est time in y ou th as 4-H clu b ad ­ 
v isors.

Cereal Leaf Beetle Parasites were 
released in thirty -eight Ohio cou nties 
on Ju ne 2 as a part of a bilogical 
program to control Cereal Leaf 
Beetles withou t the u se of pesticid es. 
The parasites are tiny wasps which 
were 
originally 
imported 
from 
Eu rope. The parasites were reared at 
the Cereal Leaf Beetle Field Insectary 
in Coshocton Cou nty . The parasites 
attack only Cereal Leaf Beetles and d o 
not sting. They seek ou t beetle eggs or 
larv ae and lay their own eggs insid e. 
The wasp eggs hatch and the y ou ng eat 
their way ou t, which d estroy s the host 
Cereal Leaf Beetle. Hie Cereal Leaf 
Beetle—ad u lts and larv ae—attack 
wheat, oats and barley by feed ing on 
leav es and chewing ou t long strips 
between the v eins. 


Cereal Leaf Beetle Parasites were 
d istribu ted in oat field s on the farms of 
Carl Martin, Rod ock er Bros, and Joe 
Vau se. The biological control of the 
Cereal Leaf Beetle will increase the 
y ield per acre of oats and red u ce the 
need to u se pesticid es in the control 
program. 
The biological control program of 
the Cereal Leaf Beetle is a cooperativ e 
effort of the Ohio Cooperativ e 
Ex tension Serv ice, the Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection Serv ice,

short period of time. Space spray s may 
be applied with an intermittent or a 
continu ou s ty pe hou sehold spray er. It 
is Inex pensiv e and comes with an 
ad ju stable nozzle that conv erts to a 
su rface spray er for small areas. An 
aerosol bomb is a self-contained u nit, 
commonly u sed becau se of its con­ 
v enience, especially when u sing a 
small q u antity of spray at any one 
time. With a press of the finger, y ou 
hav e a fog spray on the patio or in the 
hou se. 
Contact or su rface spray ers are u sed 
primarily to control insects and 
d iseases on plants. Gill say s. They are 
sometimes u sed to control hou sehold 
insects and for apply ing weed k illing 
chemicals. 
The gard en hose spray er, sometimes 
called nozzle-end spray er, has become 
one of the most popu lar ones for ou t­ 
sid e u se arou nd the home. It u ses the 
relativ ely low pressu re from the water 
sy stem to d raw the chemical mistu re 
from the jar into the water stream. 
The jar is calibrated to show gallons of 
solu tion applied . For ex ample, one 
calibrated for 6 gallons mix es the 
proper amou nt of concentrate from the 
jar into 6 gallons of water as it is 
spray ed on the crop. 
The gard en hose spray er is inex ­ 
pensiv e, easy to clean and conv enient 
to u se, where water u nd er pressu re is 
av ailable. A separate spray er for u se 
with weed k illers is recommend ed . 
A compressed air spray er is one of 
the most v ersatile spray ers av ailable, 
Gill say s. It can be u sed for space or 
su rface spray s by changing or ad ­ 
ju sting the nozzle. Althou gh more 
ex pensiv e, it can be u sed in any 
situ ation. A tank with a large opening 
is preferred for easy cleaning. The 
amou nt of spray ing to be d one at any 
one time d etermines the size tank 
need ed . 
Care is important to long life of this 
spray er. Empty the tank and rinse 
with clean water after each u se. Where 
possible,

especially nozzles and screens, for 
cleaning.

Sprayers, 
Frustrate 
Pesticides Can 
Home Gardeners 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, Agriculture 
Home gardeners with a small patch 
of vegetables, a few dwarf fruit trees, 
and a dozen roses often become 
frustrated with the number of 
pesticides and sprayers or dusters 
facing them in the market place. 
Which one or ones to use? Well, as 
for the pesticides, home gardeners 
should choose one or two general 
purpose insecticides and the same in 
fungicides. Be sure to read the labels, 
as some plants may be excluded. An 
example of a general purpose in­ 
secticide is Spectracide, which lists on 
the label just about everything a home 
gardener grows. Captan is a good 
general purpose fungicide. 
Then comes the equipment to apply 
these 
pesticides. 
William 
Gill, 
Extension Agricultural Engineer at 
The Ohio State University, says there 
is a type and size sprayer to meet the 
needs of every home user. Sprayers 
are designed to apply three types of 
sprays — space sprays, contact or 
surface sprays, and both space and 
surface sprays, he says. The choice of 
a sprayer depends on the amount of 
spraying to be done, the type of spray 
to be applied, and the location of the 
area to be sprayed. 
Space sprays are used to control 
odors and flying insects in and about 
the home. Very fine droplets are 
formed, which remain in the air for a

Cereal Leaf Beetle Parasites were 
released in thirty-eight Ohio counties 
on June 2 as a part of a bilogical 
program to control Cereal Leaf 
Beetles without the use of pesticides. 


The parasites are tiny wasps which 
were 
originally 
imported 
from 
Europe. The parasites were reared at 
the Cereal Leaf Beetle Field Insectary 
in Coshocton County. The parasites 
attack only Cereal Leaf Beetles and do 
not sting. They seek out beetle eggs or 
larvae and lay their own eggs inside. 
The wasp eggs hatch and the young eat 
their way out, which destroys the host 
Cereal teal Beetle. The Cereal Leaf 
Beetle—adults and larvae—attack 
wheat, oats and barley by feeding on 
leaves and chewing out long strips 
between the veins. 


Cereal Leaf Beetle Parasites were 
distributed in oat fields on the farms of 
Carl Martin, Rodocker Bros, and Joe 
Vause. The biological control of the 
Cereal Leaf Beetle will increase the 
yield per acre of oats and reduce the 
need to use pesticides in the control 
program. 


The biological control program of 
the Cereal Leaf Beetle is a cooperative 
effort of the Ohio Cooperative 
Extension Service, the Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection Service, 
USDA, and the 
Plant Industry 
Division,

short period of time. Space sprays may 
be applied with an intermittent or a 
continuous type household sprayer. It 
is inexpensive and comes with an 
adjustable nozzle that converts to a 
surface sprayer for small areas. An 
aerosol bomb is a self-contained unit, 
commonly used because of its con­ 
venience, especially when using a 
small quantity of spray at any one 
time. With a press of the finger, you 
have a fog spray on the patio or in the 
house. 
Contact or surface sprayers are used 
prim arily to control insects and 
diseases on plants, Gill says. They are 
sometimes used to control household 
insects and for applying weed killing 
chemicals. 
The garden hose sprayer, sometimes 
called nozzle-end sprayer, has become 
one of the most popular ones for out­ 
side use around the home. It uses the 
relatively low pressure from the water 
system to draw the chemical misture 
from the jar into the water stream. 
The jar is calibrated to show gallons of 
solution applied. For example, one 
calibrated for 6 gallons mixes the 
proper amount of concentrate from the 
jar into 6 gallons of water as it is 
sprayed on the crop. 
The garden hose sprayer is inex­ 
pensive, easy to clean and convenient 
to use, where water under pressure is 
available. A separate sprayer for use 
with weed killers is recommended. 
A compressed air sprayer is one of 
the most versatile sprayers available, 
Gill says. It can be used for space or 
surface sprays by changing or ad­ 
justing the nozzle. Although more 
expensive, it can be used in any 
situation. A tank with a large opening 
is preferred for easy cleaning. The 
amount of spraying to be done at any 
one time determines the size tank 
needed. 
Care is important to long life of this 
sprayer. Empty the tank and rinse 
with clean water after each use. Where 
possible, 
take 
sprayer 
apart, 
especially nozzles and screens, for 
cleaning. Rinse and oil parts that 
might rust. Before reassembling the 
nozzle, fill tank partly with water and 
pump it through the discharge line to 
clean it out. 
Manufacturers usually provide care 
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information and operating instructions 
with each type of sprayer. Keep these 
handy 
and 
follow 
the 
recom ­ 
mendations.

Pharmacists mu st take sp ecial 
cou rses in Hip p ocratic hierogly p hics 
in order to translate doctor's orders 
into the stu ff that goes in p rescrip tion 
bottles. 
Bu t it medical p enmanship is 
illegible, Crichton tells Hu man 
Behav ior magazine, medical articles 
are ev en tou gher to fathom. 
When a doctor su bmits an article on 
his sp ecialty to a medical jou rnal, it is 
u su ally “rep lete with grammatical 
malp ractice ranging from redu ndancy 
and p oor sy ntax to ex cessiv e ab­ 


straction and u nnecessary com­ 
p lex ity ," according to Crichton theory . 
Are p hy sicians somewhat illiterate? 
Not ex actly , believ es Crichton. They 
are ju st try ing to "astou nd and my stify 
the reader with a dazzling disp lay of 
knowledge and scientific acu men.” It 
is so dazzling, and so astou nding, that 
scarcely any one can u nderstand it. 
"It is a game, and ev ery body p lay s 
it. Indeed, I su sp ect one refu ses to p lay 
at one’s p rofessional p eril.” The 
p ractice of befu ddling civ ilians goes 
back to the 13th-centu ry when su rgeon 
Arnold of Villanov a, for ex amp le, 
adv ised his colleagu es thu s: 
If they were u nable to find ou t what

NEW YORK (AP) - If y ou ’re 
dreaming of one day taking an ov er­ 
seas management job at a fabu lou s 
income y ou may ru n into more fru stra­ 
tion than y ou wou ld hav e had a few 
y ears ago. The bloom may be off the 
rose. 
Ex ecu tiv e search firms here say 
that in some instances Americans 
hav e p riced themselv es oirt of the 
m arket, and that many foreign 
cou ntries also hav e made su ch jobs far 
less attractiv e. 
“ My searches hav e been con­ 
siderably more difficu lt than a y ear 
ago,” said Howard Johnson, a sear­ 
cher. 
Until recently , he said, an American 
middle management ex ecu tiv e with 
sp ecific ex p erience needed by Arab 
nations might seek and obtain twice 
and ev en three times the $22,000 to 
$42,000 salary he was being p aid here. 
With that income wou ld come other 
benefits, inclu ding long home leav es, 
sometimes 
with 
ex p ense-p aid 
stop ov ers on the Riv iera. “ An 
American cou ld come back in two 
y ears with a nest egg it wou ld take 10 
y ears to bu ild here,” he said. 
Now, said Johnson, director ot 
Middle East recru iting for the search 
firm of Eastman and Beau dine, the 
Arabs 
are 
tu rning 
to 
British 
managers, who are willing to work for 
only a fraction of American demands. 
While the Arabs hav e great resp ect 
and p robably p reference for American 
technical and managerial skills, he 
said, they also resp ect managers from 


Britain, where many u p p er class 
Arabs were edu cated. 
At the same time, American cor­ 
p orations op erating in Eu rop e are 
finding it more ex p ensiv e to staff their 
op erations with Americans. Many 
hav e brou ght ex ecu tiv es home and 
others are said to be considering doing 
so. 
Rep lacing the Americans are nativ e 
Eu rop ean managers who hav e closed 
the gap in managerial abilities by 
working in U.S. comp anies and by 
attending some of the Eu rop ean 
bu siness schools op ened since the mid- 
19 6 0s. 
Herman Warmbold, an officer in the 
firm of Stau b, Warmbold & Associates 
International, believ es the day s may 
be ov er when an American comp any in 
Eu rop e cou ld inex p ensiv ely staff its 
op erations with Americans. 
Until abou t 1972, he ex p lained, the 
dollar was high in bu y ing p ower, bu t 
that 
adv antage 
waned 
with 
dev alu ations. Moreov er, inflation 
raged in Eu rop e. 
Rising tax es added fu rther to ex ­ 
p enses. For y ears after World War II 
many Eu rop ean nations were anx iou s 
to hav e American troop s within their 
borders, and thu s gav e the military 
and other Americans p artial relief 
from tax es.

When the laser beam was first 
discov ered early in the 1960s it cap ­ 
tu red the imagination of scientists, 
p hy sicians and su rgeons. It was an­ 
ticip ated that this might rev olu tionize 
many fields of su rgery . 
Today , laser beams are u sed to 
remov e tu mors of the v ocal chords and 
in a bloodless way it remov es a v ariety 
of other disorders in the nose, the 
throat and mou th. 
Certain tu mors of the neck and ev en 
some kinds of breast tu mors resp ond 
to the laser beam. Ey e su rgeons 
p articu larly hav e been benefitted. 
Detached retinas hav e been fu sed and 
retu rned to a normal p osition in the 
ey e to p reserv e sight. 
Skin sp ecialists u se the laser beam 
to remov e some ty p es of skin cancers. 
They hav e also tried it with moderate 
su ccess for the remov al of tattoos and 
other discolorations of the skin. 
leaser means “Light Amp lification 
by 
Stimu lated 
Emissions 
of 
Radiation.” 
The laser beam is now being u sed to 
stop sev ere bleeding in the stomach. 
Bleeding in the esop hagu s, too, has 
been controlled by this means. 
Gy necologists are u sing the laser 
beam in treating selected diseases of 
the cerv ix , the u teru s and the v agina. 
One of the great adv antages of the 
u se of the laser beam is that it is v ir­ 
tu ally a bloodless p rocedu re. As the 
beam is u sed, blood v essels that op en 
are immediately sealed by the same 
mechanism. 
The instru ment is now being u sed to 
free the wou nds of badly bu rned 
p atients from debris. These wou nds 
can be cleaned more rap idly by this 
techniq u e. In su rgery of the liv er, one 
of the great p roblems is to control the 
bleeding of the tiny blood v essels. The 
laser beam seems to be able to do this, 
thu s increasing the chances of 
recov ery from major liv er su rgery . 
The enthu siasm for the laser beam 
in all fields of medicine is ex tending 
rap idly . Those who were at first an­ 
tagonistic to its u se are more en­ 
cou raged by the ex cellent resu lts now 
being obtained. Dentists, too, are 
beginning to do ex p erimental stu dies 
hop ing that the laser beam will be a 
great addition to their own sp ecialty . 
Conferences all ov er the world are 
being p lanned so that laser beam 
sp ecialists can transmit their v alu able 


knowledge to each other and ev alu ate 
the efficancy of this imp ortant 
creation of modem science.

When the laser beam was first 
discovered early in the 1960s it cap­ 
tured the imagination of scientists, 
physicians and surgeons. It was an­ 
ticipated that this might revolutionize 
many fields of surgery. 
Today, laser beams are used to 
remove tumors of the vocal chords and 
in a bloodless way it removes a variety 
of other disorders in the nose, the 
throat and mouth. 
Certain tumors of the neck and even 
some kinds of breast tumors respond 
to the laser beam. Eye surgeons 
particularly have been benefitted. 
Detached retinas have been fused and 
returned to a normal position in the 
eye to preserve sight. 
Skin specialists use the laser beam 
to remove some types of skin cancers. 
They have also tried it with moderate 
success for the removal of tattoos and 
other discolorations of the skin. 
leaser means “Light Amplification 
by 
Stimulated 
Emissions 
of 
Radiation.” 
The laser beam is now being used to 
stop severe bleeding in the stomach. 
Bleeding in the esophagus, too, has 
been controlled by this means. 
Gynecologists are using the laser 
beam in treating selected diseases of 
the cervix, the uterus and the vagina. 
One of the great advantages of the 
use of the laser beam is that it is vir­ 
tually a bloodless procedure. As the 
beam is used, blood vessels that open 
are immediately sealed by the same 
mechanism. 
The instrument is now being used to 
free the wounds of badly burned 
patients from debris. These wounds 
can be cleaned more rapidly by this 
technique. In surgery of the liver, one 
of the great problems is to control the 
bleeding of the tiny blood vessels. The 
laser beam seems to be able to do this, 
thus increasing the chances of 
recovery from major liver surgery. 
The enthusiasm for the laser beam 
in all fields of medicine is extending 
rapidly. Those who were at first an­ 
tagonise to its use are more en­ 
couraged by the excellent results now 
being obtained. Dentists, too, are 
beginning to do experimental studies 
hoping that the laser beam will be a 
great addition to their own specialty. 
Conferences all over the world are 
being planned so that laser beam 
specialists can transmit their valuable 


knowledge to each other and evaluate 
the efficancy of this important 
creation of modem science.

chance that rat and mouse droppings 
are present in the machine, especially 
if the combine was not cleaned of all 
grain last fall. Rat and mouse drop­ 
pings will not be tolerated in any wheat 
offered for sale or storage. If rodent 
excreta is found in a grain sample, the 
entire load will be rejected and not 
permitted in normal marketing 
channels. Naturally, this results in the 
grain going as livestock feed. A good 
cleaning of the combine and grain 
wagons or trucks is a sure way to avoid 
this problem. 
Here’s how to clean your combine: 
Move the combine from storage to a 
washing area where a high pressure 
water hose can be used to flush out all 
components of the machine. 
Remove all inspection covers from 
the machine. 
Open the clean-out doors on the clean 
grain auger and the tailings auger. 
Remove the cover from the drain 
hole in the grain tank. 
Gean the stone trap. On some 
machines, you will have to remove the 
feeder assembly to do this. 
Use the high pressure water hose to 
dislodge and flush out all grains and 
debris from the combine. The water 
flushing method works well because 
the stream of water will dislodge 
material that may have become 
caked. Also, the flowing water carries 
out the debris. Pay particular at­ 
tention to cleaning the raddle or 
conveyor area under the cylinder. 
After the combine is clean and the 
water has had a chance to drain out, 
start the combine and let it run at half 
throttle for about 15 minutes. This will 
"air day” the inside of the machine. 
Replace all inspection covers and 
clean-out doors. 
Lubricate all fittings with the 
recommended lubricant. 
Reclean the combine each time you

chance that rat and mouse droppings 
are present in the machine, especially 
if the combine was not cleaned of all 
grain last fall. Rat and mouse drop­ 
pings will not be tolerated in any wheat 
offered for sale or storage.

channels. Naturally, this results in the 
grain going as livestock feed. A good 
cleaning of the combine and grain 
wagons or trucks is a sure way to avoid 
this problem. 
Here’s how to clean your combine: 
Move the combine from storage to a 
washing area where a high pressure 
water hose can be used to flush out all 
components of the machine. 
Remove all inspection covers from 
the machine. 
Open the clean-out doors on the clean 
grain auger and the tailings auger. 
Remove the cover from the drain 
hole in the grain tank. 
Clean the stone trap. On some 
machines, you will have to remove the 
feeder assembly to do this. 
Use the high pressure water hose to 
dislodge and flush out all grains and 
debris from the combine. Hie water 
flushing method works well because 
the stream of water will dislodge 
material that 
may 
have 
become 
caked. Also, the flowing water carries 
out the debris. Pay particular at­ 
tention to cleaning the raddle or 
conveyor area under the cylinder. 
After the combine is clean and the 
water has had a chance to drain out, 
start the combine and let it run at half 
throttle for about 15 minutes. This will 
“air day” the inside of the machine. 
Replace all inspection covers and 
clean-out doors. 
Lubricate all fittings with the 
recommended lubricant. 
Reclean the combine each time you 


harvest a different crop. 
Be sure to clean and lubricate the 
combine before returning it to storage 
at the end of the season.

Twenty-six Red Cross disaster staff 
members have been flown in from the 
U.S. to assist the Guam Red Cross 
Qiapter in caring for the disaster 
victims. The Red Cross has initiated a 
“Hot Meals on Wheels” program for 
the aged and injured who are unable to 
travel to shelters. 
For the first time since 1968 the Red 
Cross has found it necessary to assign 
quotas to local chapters in order to 
provide the needed assistance to 
Guam. On the heels of that disaster has 
come the flood in Oklahoma which has 
affected thousands and will require 
more millions of dollars in assistance. 
The quota requested from Pickaway 
County is $842. 
Robert Scranton, Chapter Chair­ 
man, stated today that all con­ 
tributions to this fund will be much 
appreciated and will be forwarded to 
the areas of need where the assistance 
is already being provided.

Joblessness among whites declined 
from 6.7 to 6.6 per cent while the rate 
for blacks and other minorities fell 
from 13 to 12.2 per cent.

The dispute involves flight a t­ 
tendants who now earn $547 monthly 
starting pay and $864 monthly after 
one year on the job for 68 hours of flight 
time, according to the union.

TWA, which operates more than 200 
aircraft with 400 domestic flights and 
40 overseas flights daily, is recovering 
from record losses of $121 million last 
year.
